What's new in music video 




J. Geils Band Frank Zappa 



Rock music is exploding all over the 
video screen these days primarily 
because of a growing number of cable 
television outlets. One of the best music 
series being offered is Night Flight, 
which features a variety of music-related 
subjects offered in an atmosphere of real 
appreciation for rock music and the 
people who make it Recent features and 
films have included Neil Young, the 
Doors John Lennon and Jimi Hendrix 

Also, regular features Take Off'* and 
'New Wave Theatre ' are well worth 
checking out. Don t be surprised to find 
Night Flight include an occasional taste 
of jazz, blues and more esoteric musical 
forms. 



You can't ignore the continuing efforts 
of HBO. "Showtime' and MTV. MTV. 
whose approach is based very much on 
rock radio s, offers a variety of favorite 
artists in video clips. In addition, it 
presents concert specials (some live), 
artist interviews and films, all hosted by a 
regular cast of VJs or Video DJs. Though 
sitting through the same video clips 
several times can get boring, keep in 
mind that MTV is the only 24-hour, 
seven-day-a-week video music service 
Another positive note about MTV is the 
concern about the sound quality. (It 
broadcasts in stereo.) What's wrong with 
MTV is that the host VJs often don't 
seem to relate to the music with a great 
deal of feeling or comfort. It seems that 
a looser, more musically knowledgeable 
approach is called for 

Among the best rock video clips these 
days are those produced for the J. Geils 
Band, particularly Centerfold. 
Surprisingly, it's very much a family 
production, produced by Paul Justman. 
brother of the band's keyboard and studio 
wiz. Seth Justman. Pauls role is hardly 
the result of nepotism. His credits include 
videos with the Cars and Rick 
Springfield in addition to film credits that 
include work with the Rolling Stones 

Two new programs to keep an eye out 
for are a half-hour music magazine. 
Backstage Pass and the interview 
series Rock-On-TV. whose guests 



include Frank Zappa. Ozzy Osbourne 

and the Police As local record stores 

fast become video outlets as well, a 

question: Why do most rock videos cost 

so much? Do companies expect fans to 

rush out to buy their artists videos when 

they cost $70 or S80? The answer in 

most cases is no. and these companies 

had better start realizing that given the 

choice between 10 new albums or one 

video, odds are the records will win out 

every time. n aj A .

Once again, English supergroup 
Queen has a problem with its record 
sleeve. In 1978. when the band 
released its Jazz album, included in 
the album package was a poster of 
nude women riding bicycles for the 
single. ' Bicycle Race. Some record 
dealers complained, so another 
album was released without the 
poster, and dealers had their choice. 

Now. Queen s single. "Body 
Language.'" from the Hot Space 
album, has some retailers up in 
arms about the sleeve, which shows 
an undressed couple about to make 
love. Once again, another sleeve 
has been made available: This time, 
it's just plain white. 

As for those rumors that David 
Bowie removed his song from the 
Hot Space album, here's the story: 
When Bowie went into the studio 
with Queen to record "Under 
Pressure." he also did vocals for 
another song. "Cool Cat." But when 
he heard the way it sounded, he 
decided that he didn't like it, so he 
asked Queen to remove the song 
from Hot Space. Instead. Queen 
erased Bowie's voice. 



Who on borrowed time 

In London recently. Who lead 
guitarist Peter Townshend said that 
even though the group is in the 
studio and faces the next 18 months 
of hard work, "I think there is now a 
forseeable limit to the amount of 
time that the Who will continue in 
the shape that we re in at the 
moment. We haven't made any 
conscious decision on that score, but 
we have definitely decided that this 
year will be a long, concentrated 
period of work. 

"But despite all the very positive 
things." Townshend continued, "I do 
get the feeling that it is a last waltz 
in a sense. We won't be able to put 
in eighteen months of solid work on 
the band all that often. And it won't 
work with any less.'' 

Elton: Clothes make 
the man 

Elton John was in New York City 
recently for an appearance on 
"Saturday Night Live." and he said 
this about his flamboyant onstage 
image: "I've always tried to be a 
little humorous with my clothes on 
stage, because I wasn't the 



archetypical lean, lithe rock star a la 
Bowie or Jagger. 

"But sometimes I take people 
through my house and ask them if 
they want to see the costumes — I've 
still got them all — and some of them 
I cannot believe that I wore. I looked 
like Diana Ross in Mahogany* And 
the shoes! I could build a national 
park with the trees that have been 
chopped down to provide heels for 
my shoes." 

Elton is in the midst of his big 
U.S. tour, which began in Denver on 
June 10. 

Push comes to shove 
for Jett i 

Despite her recent huge #1 hit, "I 
Love Rock N' Roll." Joan Jett says 
that "Nows the time I have to start 
working. I thought it was going to 
get easier, but I guess it doesn't. 
You re always doing something every 
day. But I like to work. If I have 
more than a week off. I go crazy. I 
have to get back on the road. 

"I never knew if I was a weirdo, 
wanting to play electric guitar." she 
continues. "No girls played electric 
guitar. Joni Mitchell played acoustic 
guitar, but it wasn't the same. Then I 
heard Suzi Quatro. and when she 
came over from England in the early 
seventies. I went to see her in 
concert. She was racing around the 
stage with an electric bass, and I 
thought that this was what I had 
envisioned myself doing." 

Joan adds that she's been noticing 
lately that "there are a lot of girls 
who come to my shows and push 
guys out of the way to get to the 
front of the stage. They're really into 
it. very aggressive, and that was 
something I hadn't seen before. I 
don't know, while I was off touring 
and playing Bad Reputation, it 
seemed as though the whole world 
changed." 

Even though she's had a #1 hit, life is 
no easier for Joan Jett. In. fact, she 
says, "Now s the time I have to start 
working. "

AS THE FOUR MEN OF Asia 
were about to take the stage at New 
York's Palladium for what guitarist 
Steve Howe would tell the sold- out 
house was only their ninth show 
ever, respected radio consultant 
Danny Somach gushed. "This band 
is going to be one of the big ones. 
You watch.' 

And why not 9 The latest in a long 
line of "supergroups." Asia boast two 
ex-members of Yes (Howe and 
keyboardist Geoffrey Downes). one 
from Emerson Lake & Palmer 
(drummer Carl Palmer) and John 
Wetton, former bassist and vocalist 
of King Crimson. They play 
progressive rock in the mold of Yes 
and ELP. but do it in a more 
pared-down way. Asia songs are 
perfect fodder for both AM and FM: 
four-to five-minute bursts of virtuosity 
heavily laden with vocal and

instrumental hooks. 

To the quickly swelling ranks of 
Asia fans, it doesn't seem to matter 
that the band's vision is not a 
strikingly original one. In some 
respects. Asia are to the early '80s 
what Yes and ELP were to the early 
70s, and a generation of record 
buyers has come and gone in the 
meantime. 

When Asia succeed artistically on 
songs like "Only Time Will Tell,' 
"Here Comes the Feeling" and "Heat 
of the Moment.'' it is due to their 
ability to come up with a melody that 
sounds both familiar and original at 
the same time. And it goes without 
saying that they can play their 
instruments. But when the band fails 
in its attempt at a new rock 
synthesis, it is primarily due to the 
fact that, while Asia are unarguably a 
supergroup in personnel, none of the 
members was really the spirit of the 
band he was previously in. 

At their New York showcase. Asia 
played all nine songs on their debut 



album plus two new ones to a very 
receptive crowd. 

Dressed in all-white outfits right 
down to their shoes, they were 
flanked by a stage setup designed 
for maximum workability At center 
stage with an elaborate drum kit sat 
Palmer, his initials emblazoned on 
his bass drums and a fiery dranon 
on each of two gongs. Eight feet 
above him and slightly behind, 
supported by a huge cross-stage 
platform, was an immense array of 
keyboard equipment and synthesizers 
arranged in a semi-circle for 
Downes. With five banks of 
instruments featuring more than 
thirteen manuals, it resembled the 
inside of a spaceship. Completing 
the stage arrangement, on Palmer's 
left and right respectively, stood 
Wetton and Howe, both with 
footboards at the base of their mike 
stands. The bands onstaqe 
lights— 15 multi- colored spots on each 
side — were built into the high rigging. 

Kicking off the show with "Time 
Again, a straightahead rocker 
featuring a charged-up Steve Howe 
guitar break and Palmer's familiar 
chugging drums, they followed with 
"One Step Closer." After another 
song from the album. "Without You. 
the band gave Howe the stage for a 
solo acoustic guitar segment in 
which he played the old Yes favorite 
"The Clap" as well as snatches of 
"Starship Trooper and other pieces. 

Midnight Sun. as yet unrecorded, 
saw the entire band joining Downes 
on his platform, as the major part of 
the song was an interesting 
synthesizer quartet. After Only Time 
Will Tell." Asia performed their 
second unrecorded track, a ballad 
called The Smile Has Left Your 
Eyes." On "Cutting It Fine." the 
band, belying its virtuosity, played 
sparingly while taped synthesizers, 
horn parts and drum box pounded 
from the PA. Carl Palmer didn't 
seem to know what to do with 
himself during the taped drum part; 
during part of it he sat motionless at 
his kit. 

But Palmer got his showcase on 
the powerful "Here Comes the 
Feeling" with a spectacular drum 
solo in which he re-created the 
song's melody line on percussion, 
not an easy endeavor. The audience 
however, showered him with the 
biggest ovation when he ripped off 
his shirt and smashed his gongs as 
his drum platform began revolving on 
its axis. "Sole Survivor" closed the 
regular set, Howe tossing in a biting 
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guitar solo — with the old wah-wah 
pedal' — just before the final verse. 

For all his interest in electronics. 
Steve Howe does not use a guitar 
synthesizer. The prohibitive cost 
(many thousands of dollars) of a 
synthesizer that would be compatible 
with his array of Gibson guitars is 
the reason. 

The fantasy continues about the 
wealth of musicians." the fair-haired 
guitarist said, 'but really, it's all a 
fallacy. Well, it's not all a fallacy, he 
laughed, "but it's out of proportion. 
The only thing we've spent that 
much money for is scenery. 

Asia encored with an extended 
version of the Wetton Downes- 
penned "Heat of the Moment, their 
biggest hit and possibly their most 
representative song. At its 
conclusion. Wetton strode to the 
mike and told the crowd. "Thank 
you. That's it." The others joined him 
in their matching whites and took a 
bow Asia concert #9 was history. 



THE POLICE CONCLUDED their 
extensive 81 -'82 Ghost in the 
Machine tour with four major shows 
in the New York area and a party 
honoring the band at Studio 54 On 
the evening before the first of three 
Meadowlands Arena dates. Sting. 
Summers and Copeland took in a 
Toots and the Maytals performance 
at the Ritz. and with the rest of the 
crowd witnessed a surprise guest 
appearance by Rolling Stones 
guitarist Ronnie Wood during a long 
six-song encore. 

The Police hung around for a bit, 
socializing in the upstairs area. 
Someone mentioned to Sting that 
Woody will play with anybody, and 
ever the troublemaker, the Police 
bassist humorously jibed. And he 
doesn't play fuck-all. either' 

Andy Summers talked about his 
plans following the end of the tour. 
"Robert Fripp and I still have about 
two weeks of recording to finish up 
on an album we're doing together 
We started it just before the tour and 
now we II be able to finish it I d like 
to play some small gigs with him in 
clubs when the record comes out. 
too. " he added. At the last 
Meadowlands date. Sting. Andy and 
Stewart Copeland brought opener 
Black Uhuru's three vocalists on 
stage for an exhilarating jam on So 
Lonely ' That was really a thrill for 
us. Sting said later

Cream go sour 



Cream were among the most important 
musical entities of the late 60s. They 
expanded the traditional boundaries of 
the pop group into a powerful triumvirate 
where the bass and drums joined the 
guitar as solo instruments. 

But their adventurousness inadvertently 
resulted in problems. Like the branches 
of a tree, the three members — Eric 
Clapton. Jack Bruce and Ginger 
Baker— either got entangled (ego) or 
branched out too far. particularly on 
stage, where each virtuoso often 
wandered off into his own universe 
entirely. Yet in the hands of such 
masters, when the power trio worked, it 
worked like magic 

Sometimes they d stumble into trouble 
and flail madly for several bars, making 
you think they d never get out alive. 
Then one of them would kick into a 
remarkable passage and the other two 
would rush back to greet him. Like the 
old joke about the perverse pleasures of 
banging your head against a wall— it 
feels so good when you stop — it could 
be exhilarating. 

Cream introduced the supergroup to 
rock & roll, since then a long-dead 
concept recently revived by the band 
Asia When they formed in 1966. though, 
only Clapton had a reputation, built upon 
his years as guitarist for the Yardbirds 
and John Mayall. Bassist Bruce had 
played with Manfred Mann and the 
Graham Bond Organization, as did 
drummer Baker 

Although under-recognized in their 
native U.K.. Cream achieved instant fame 
in the U.S. with their first two albums. 
Fresh Cream featured several good 
originals but mostly impassioned 
renditions of blues treasures like Skip 
Jamess Tm So Glad and Muddy 
Waters s ' Rollin and Tumblm '." Capping 
the LP was Toad." Baker s revolutionary 
drum solo that booted the Surfaris' 
Wipeout" into a permanent backseat and 
became the prototype for drummers of 
that decade Late 67 s Disraeli Gears 
was more poppy and acid-infused, and 
musically less successful, but did 
eventually produce Creams first Top 10 
hit. Sunshine of Your Love. 

Their acclaim grew, and word was that 
the next album— a two-record set. a rarity 
in those days— would be the creme de la 
Cream Out in July. Wheels of Fire hit 
#1 for all of August, and Sunshine."

which had initially floundered upon its 
release, was revived and went to #5. 
For its concerts the band couldn't sell 
tickets fast enough. Cream were going to 
be the monster act of the year 

But Eric Clapton was unhappy, 
especially with his mandatory lead role, 
which on drawn-out selections like 
Spoonful would force him to solo 
continuously for 15 minutes while Bruce 
and Baker— running laps on his two bass 
drum pedals— set up a din behind him. 
The freedom was proving suffocating, 
and amid mounting tensions Clapton 
decided Cream had gone as far as they 
could 

The inevitable breakup was announced 
by Clapton (who told the press the trio 
had lost direction'* and had undergone 
a change in attitudes among ourselves") 
just as Wheels was climbing the charts. 
They remained together temporarily, 
enjoying two posthumous hits. White 
Room and Badge." and made a 
farewell tour of the States in the fall. On 
November 26. 1968. at London's Royal 
Albert Hall, they gave their final 
performance, as fans shouted out. God 
save the Cream' 

Of the three. Clapton by far has had 
the most successful solo career, 
although, ironically, it's come less from 
his abilities as a guitarist than from his 
much-improved talents as a singer and 
composer. As he must have learned in 
Cream, what you play is often more 
important than how you play it.

Van Halenizing the rock 
world 

Wit h its new version of Roy 
Orbison's "(Oh) Pretty Woman," Van 
Halen has returned to the recording 
strategy which first launched these 
southern California metal-meisters. 
It was the band's super-charged 
remake of the Kinks' classic "You 
Really Got Me" that tagged it as the 
big new noise on the arena circuit.

and vocalist David Lee Roth, had 
been raising the roof without benefit 
of a recording contract for some 
time. With its signing by Warner 
Bros., the group began a worldwide 
campaign for the revitalization of 
high-energy American rock & roll. 

It's a crusade the quartet's 
ceaselessly pursued ever since. "Van 
Halen is not an act; we are the way 
we look. [Maying rock & roll is our 
license to live out our wildest 
fantasies," Roth emphatically 
maintains. And in the four years 
since the band's emergence, Van 



Halen has lived out its fantasies on 
thousands of arena stages, 
surrounded by thousands of Van 
Halenized fans. 

Their previous LP, Fair Warning. 
suffered anemic sales, but for their 
followers the current Diver Down is 
a return to flamboyant form. In 
between LPs, Eddie Van Halen was 
proclaimed the "best guitarist" in 
this year's Circus Magazine/Shure 
Readers' Poll. He also took time out 
to get married, wedding Valerie 
Bertinelli, star of TV's "One Day at 
a Time." 
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AC/DC won't short out 

In the course of its six-year climb 
to international stardom, AC DC has 
been nobody's favorite child. Nobody, 
that is, except for the millions 
who ve snapped up albums like 
1980s Back in Black or the current 
For Those About to Rock We Salute 
You (Atlantic). Or the high-spirited 
crowds who have vibrated arenas 
around the world as they roar their 
approval of the high-decibel 
heavy-metal assault that is AC DCs 
most powerful weapon in the fight 
for recognition. 

Ridiculed by critics, once ignored 
by rock radio, shaken by the tragic 
death of vocalist Bon Scott in 
February 1980. the band's road to 
stardom has at times seemed — as 
the title of their 1979 LP had it— a 
"highway to hell." Originally 
Australian -based, AC DC s initial 
U.S. exposure came in 1976 with 
the Atco release of High Voltage. 
Their first American tour came the 
next year, and Angus Young's 
brilliant stage persona sent the fans 
home raving about the "schoolboy" 
guitarist of unsurpassed energy and 
power. The student uniform — shorts, 
satchel, blazer, tie and cap — was 
"originally a one-off thing," Angus 
recalled. u The idea was to become a 
nine-year-old virtuoso who'd play 
one gig, knock everyone out and 
disappear." Now, the high-voltage 
guitarist sometimes complains, "I'm 
stuck with it." 

Angus and older brother Malcolm, 
the second AC/DC guitar, with 
bassist Cliff Williams, drummer Phil 
Rudd and the band's new voice 
Brian Johnson, have continued 
doing what comes naturally — taking 
the Anglo blues tradition into the 
'80s harder, louder and more 
emphatically than any previous 
exponents have dared to.

When Keith Emerson of the Nice 
and Greg Lake of King Crimson 
handed together in 1970. they lured 
drummer Carl Palmer from Atomic 
Rooster and formed what would 
become the biggest progressive rock 
group of the next ha If -decade. Along 
with Deep Purple, ELP blazed a 
trail all other arena acts had to 
measure up to, for their sound and 
elaborate visuals made them the 
Ringling Brothers of classical rock. 

Emerson Lake & Palmer split 
quietly in 1979. leaving a wake of 
scarred pianos and empty 
Courvoisier bottles Even apart, 
members of the trio continue to 
score in the annual Circus Magazine 
Readers' Poll. Soundtrack composer 
Emerson recently joined Pat 'IVavcrs 
for a one-off concert. Greg Lake has 
a new band, while Carl Palmer is 
one-fourth of Asia. "Shame that ELP 
broke up. but that happens, says 
Carl. u And I really don't want to 
live on my credits." Nevertheless, an 
ELP videocassette is in the works; it 
contains historic concert footage 
complete with knife-tossing, 
a revolving airborne piano, and the 
70-piece orchestra whose salaries 
drove ELP into the red in 1977. 



Rolling Stones mirror a 
decade - 

Its nearly impossible to 
exaggerate the impact of the Rolling 
Stones. Like a mere handful of 
performers — in rock, only the names 
Presley and the Beatles come to 
mind— this band has put its stamp 
on and given shape to an entire 
era. The Stones' catalogue of 



recordings has served as a school at 
which most contemporary rockers 
have studied. And their style and 
character has transformed popular 
culture and the worlds perception of 
rock & roll and of the people who 
create and listen to it. 

Most of the 1960s, and no less the 
70s, would be impossible to imagine 
without the looming presence of the 
group, Tb know the history of Mick 
Jagger, Keith Richards, Bill Wyman, 
Ron Wood and Charlie Watts is to 
know the history of much more. In 
an extraordinary way, the Stones 
through the decades have reflected 
the experiences of their fans and of 
the music they love. 

As the '80s got under way, their 
massive U.S. tour of last year 
brought the complex story up to 
date. The Stones have matured 
without growing stale; still 
delighting, still surprising despite a 
familiarity built upon two decades 
of superstardom. They've encored 
this year with a European tour, 
beginning with a June 26 London 
concert, and with a live Rolling 
Stones Records album. Still Life, 
culled from the North American 
performances of last year. As 
always, the Rolling Stones will 
write the next chapter of their saga 
in their own words. The rest of us 
can only marvel and enjoy.

Rod Stewart comes 
back at full speed t 

A year ago, many were ready to 
write off Rod Stewart, who for years 
had been one of rocks most git ted 
vocalists. Beginning with the album 
A Nii>ht on the Tbwn < U*7(>>. Un- 
cover of which portrayed him as a 
sort of pop Maurice Chevalier — a 
prophetic image — Stewart produced 
a string of vapid but commercially 
successful records. By the time of 
the disco vamp "Da Ya Think I'm 
Sexy?." he seemed self-absorbed in 
his jet-set, playboy lifestyle, and 
squandered his finest artistic trait: 
his ability to make you care about 
the people in his songs, like the 
young pup in his classic "Maggie 
May* 

But with last years Ihmght I'm 
Yours (Warner Bros.), Stewart 
recaptured the quality of the LPs he 
made during the early 70s as both 
a solo artist and as lead singer for 
the Faces. (He dropped his dual 
career in 76, at the same time 
curtailing his songwritmg 
partnership with Ron Wood • The 
rockers rocked, the ballads were 
sensitive and, as in the old days, 
his choices of outside material 
became his own. 

Stewart himself acknowledges that 
he veered off course during the 
latter part of the 70s, the Influence, 
he claims, of his ex-companion. Britt 
Ekland. Whatever the reason, it s 
nice to have him back. 
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Ozzy's Blizzard keeps 
blowing • 

As Black Sabbath s front man till 
1979, Osbourne was one of the first 
rock singers to link an image of 
Satanic power with the gut- 
wrenching kick of the music he 
performed. Ozzy sang on Sabbath's 
seven gold LPs. creating such 
standards as "Paranoid" and "Wat 
Pigs." hut narcotics and liquor took 
their toll upon His Ozzness. He quit 
the Sabs, and after a short layoff 
started Blizzard of Ozz with Bob 
Daisley, Lee Kerslake and the late 
Randy Rhoads.

Since the 197H release of Blondie's 
debut LP on the now-defunct 
Private Stock label, there's been one 
aspect of the hand that's never been 
in doubi its collective smarts. From 
early days as part of* New York's 
mid-'70s underground rock scene, it 
seemed clear t hat if Blondie were to 
gel that shot at success the group 
wouldn't blow it. Stardom eventually 
came — along with personnel and 
musical Changes, a contract with 
Chrysalis and grudging acceptance 
by the same Manhattan critics 
who'd once brushed the hand off. 

Chris Stem and Deborah Harry 
have used the leverage of success to 

pursue interests and activities as 
diverse as film, video production, 
photography and book publishing. 
Occasionally, as with this year's The 
Hunter, they and the rest of the 
band even take some time out to 
make music Now the big question 
is whether Blondie fliO fans of road 
work) will tour the States for the 
first time in three years.

Led Zeppelin: Does the 
past hold promise?! 

A decade ago. Led Zeppelin 
openly began to threaten the 
Rolling Stones claim to the title of 
World's Greatest Rock & Roll Band. 
They'd just released their fourth 
album i which has since become 
known as the "XoSo" LP), and with 
it forced the press — which had 
disparaged them since the very 
beginning— to acknowledge their 
stature, if not then- achievements. 

In 1973 they put out the highly 
eclectic Houses of the Holy. 
Although it was considered a 
disappointment at the time 
(probably because it didn't contain a 
track as momentous as the previous 
disc's "Stairway to Heaven." one of 
the classic songs of the 70s), Houses 
stands a> one of their most 
interesting efforts, alternating 
between hard rock ("Dancing Days"! 
and more mellifluous tracks like 
The fvam Song. " 
Zop toured throughout most 
of 73. and earned an incredible $30 
million that year from record and 
concert sales. 

The last great Zeppelin album, 
the two-record Physical Graffiti (the 
first on their own Swan Song label), 
came out in 75, its centerpiece the 
hypnotic, nine- minute- long 
"Kashmir" The band recorded two 
other studio LPs. Presence (1976), 
and. after a three and a half-year 
wait, /// Through the Out Door. 
Roth were letdowns musicallv, but 



fans were undaunted, and Zep's 
popularity increased even as their 
output decreased. 

In fall 1980, rumors flew that the 
group was about to plan its first 
massive tour since 1977 (cut short 
because of the death of Robert 
Plants young son, Karac). But on 
September 25, drummer John 
Bonham was found dead at Jimmy 
Page's Windsor home after a night 
of heavy drinking. He was 32. 

Since then there has been much 
speculation as to what Page, Plant 
and John Paul Jones will do. A 
press release issued at the end of 
1980 ambiguously stated that they 
could not continue as they were 
Did that mean they'd reform under 
another name? Disband completely? 

Page and Plant did go into the 
studio with Chris Squire and Alan 
White of Yes, the four making up 
an outfit called XYZ (which, 
translated, means ex-Yes/Zeppelin>, 
but then Page lost interest. 
However, Robert Plant has recorded 
a solo project in Wales with help 
from Phil Collins of Genesis, and 
Page wrote and recorded the 
marginally successful soundtrack to 
the film Death Wish II. 

Whatever banner they continue 
under. Zeppelin fans are ready and 
waiting for the next step.

Blondie make back tracks

Under normal circumstances, you'd have to call the 
Bowery club CBGB's a dive. Dark and narrow, it's 
located in one of New York City's seamier sections. 
Next door is the timeworn Palace Hotel, whose 
winos-in-residence regularly cover the sidewalk. 

But under the aegis of rock & roll CBGB's becomes as 
hallowed as Liverpool, England's Cavern club, long-time 
home of the Beatles in the early 1960s. While it still 
showcases original bands seven nights a week, CB's is an 
historical landmark of New York's mid-70s rock explosion. 
Walk past the stage, down the hallway and past the cubicles 
that pass for dressing rooms, turn left, go down the stairs 
and you come to the famous graffiti -covered rest room walls. 
It would take an archaeologist years to locate the names of 
the groups from that era, since covered over by the names of 
the hundreds, probably thousands, of fledgling bands that 
have played there since. There were the Marbles, the 
Heartbreakers, Television, the Ramones, Patti Smith, Talk- 
ing Heads and Blondie. Some have disbanded; others still 
kick around the circuit. The latter four made it; none, 
however, as big as Blondie. 

In the half decade since they played steadily at the club, 
Blondie have amassed four #1 U.S. singles, and gold and 
platinum LPs throughout the world. At the time, though, of 
all the city's local bands, they seemed the least likely to 
make it. "People would laugh at us." recalls Deborah Harry. 
"They'd tell us to give it up." 

As has become a pattern throughout their career, Blondie 



are having the last laugh. 

The group has reached a very comfortable plateau; young 
enough still to be considered fresh, old enough to have a 
sense of history. With its sixth album. The Hunter (Chry- 
salis), just out, as well as Making Tracks— The Rise of 
Blondie, a fascinating 192-page chronicle of the band's past, 
with text by Harry and photos by fellow founding member 
Chris Stein, it's definitely a time for reflection. 

Deborah Harry walks into her publicist's office dressed 
in black from her boots to her hat, which she takes off 
to reveal her hair, no longer blonde but brown. That 
she has allowed it to return to its natural color is but one 
symbol of her fame: It's something she probably would never 
have done in the early days of Blondie, when her trash- 
queen glamour was the group's biggest calling card. It's also 
symbolic of Blondie's penchant for the unexpected: What 
could be more iconoclastic than to turn "Blondie" into a 
brownie? On a more practical level, it permits Harry to walk 
about New York with a minimum of hassles. That's a big 
consideration when you're as big a star as the Florida-born 
singer, who laughs out loud when she's referred to as rock's 
answer to Jackie Onassis; a natural target for the paparazzi. 
Does she ever reflect on how big it's gotten? "Yeah, sure." 
And her reaction? "Holy shit!" 

Harry is by herself. Stein, her long-time roommate and 
lover, is secluded in the studio. While you always hear that 
he's her Svengali and that she's helpless without him. 
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Deborah Harry is very much her own 
person, although she does refer to 
Chris frequently while discussing 
Blondie's early days, which can seem 
more like five centuries ago than five 
years. 

Blondie's first performance was at 
CBGB's in November 1974, the group 
consisting of Harry, Stein, bassist Fred 
Smith and drummer Clem Burke, a 
fresh-faced 18-year-old who played 
with the flair of Keith Moon, dressed 
accordingly (a major factor in his selec- 
tion) and who Harry credits as being 
extremely supportive during tough 
times. "I was very young." Burke 
recalls while puffing on a cigarette, 
"and I was very keen on the whole 
thing." 

Burke's optimism was needed when 
Smith abandoned Blondie for rival 
band Television. His replacement was 
Gary Valentine. By the summer of 75 
New York boasted a music "scene" that 
revolved around CB's. There was this 
nucleus of about one hundred people," 
explains Burke. "And so, when Blondie 
played, the audience would consist of 
Television and the Ramones, and when 
they played, we'd be in the audience." 

After Patti Smith signed a deal, 
record labels became aware of the mu- 
sic being played just a few blocks 
downtown from their offices, and Blon- 
die, now with a fifth member, key- 
boardist Jimmy Destri, signed with 
Private Stock records. Their music — 
pop songs embellished by Destri's fu- 
turistic instrumentation — was unlike 
anything on the radio at the time, and 
so it was to no one's surprise that the 
first album went nowhere. "Frankly," 
admits Clem Burke, a I expected every 
Blondie record to wind up in the Wool- 
worth's cut-out bins. I figured. 'Who's 
gonna buy this?' " 

In England they did. "Denis Denis," 
an oldie picked by Harry, who figured, 
"Ah ha! Here's a way to get onto U.S. 
radio," went to #1 there. The States 
thought Blondie was a punk group and 
didn't want to know, a fact that makes 
Harry laugh, because "The punks 
didn't want to have anything to do with 
us. That whole thing just astounded 
me." 

With Englishman Nigel Harrison in 
the lineup to replace Valentine, who 
quit in July 1977, Blondie took off on a 
four-month world tour. Europe was 
particularly taken by Harry's look, a 
combination of Marilyn Monroe hair, 
pouty sullenness and anti-fashion fash- 
ion. Harry was becoming The Face, 
and Private Stock seemed to go out of 
its way to render the other four 
faceless, marketing a poster of Debbie 
in see-through blouse. Hence, Harrison

laughs drily, "the whole 'Blondie is a 
group' identity crisis." 

Their European popularity contrib- 
uted to a further identity problem. "For 
a long time," says Burke, "everybody 
thought we were British." The hits 
were just barely covering expenses; 
while "Denis Denis" was topping the 
U.K. charts, the members were draw- 
ing a meager $125 a week salary. "I 
remember staying at the TVopicana 
Hotel in L.A.," says Burke, "where the 
group Angel were staying. Their lead 
singer would pull up in a new Corvette, 
and wp'd be sleeping two to a room 
even though we had these hits in 
Europe."' 

Even so, says Harry, it was "defi- 
nitely an 'up' period," an opinion 
shared by Harrison. "The spirit was 
incredible, because we knew it was just 
a matter of time." 

That time came in spring 1979 
thanks to "Heart of Glass," a last-ditch 
effort to cull a single from their third 
album. Parallel Lines, after two prev- 
ious 45 releases flopped. Typical of 
Blondie's records since, it was branded 
disco at the time and went to #1 amid 
cries of "sellout" from the group's fans. 

"The backlash we experienced from 
'Heart of Glass' was just incredible," 
says Burke, adjusting his dark glasses. 
"It was the start of the whole dance- 
oriented music thing. Sometimes," he 
philosophizes, "you have to be uncool to 
be cool." 

Adds Harrison: "Blondie has a his- 
tory of doing the right thing at the 
wrong time."

ertainly that's been proven 
since. The band's two #1 hits 
from last year, the reggae-ish 



"The Tide Is High" and the rap cut, 
"Rapture," came off their most adven- 
turous LP to date, Auto American, an 
album that was damned upon release. 
Though the group did at times overex- 
tend itself, using orchestration and 
playing some decidedly non-rock sty- 
les, you had to admire its daring. 
Blondie could have put out another 
Parallel Lines; Perpendicular Lines, 
perhaps. 

AutoAniericans new approach was 
the result of the band's decision to take 
itself off the road. Without having to 
reproduce the music on stage, "We 
decided to just go nuts in the studio," 
Harry explains. For the year and a half 
between that LP and The Hunter the 
band was fragmented, and several 
members questioned their future, for 
Blondie seemed less like a group than 
a collective. 

"But that's what it always was," 
insists Harry. "That was the idea." 

There was validity to rumors of fric- 
tion within {he band caused by the no- 
tour policy. Burke and Harrison 
wanted to go out; Harry and Stein did 
not. In fact, when it's mentioned how 
they last performed in January 1980 at 
London's Hammersmith Odeon, Harry 
frowns and asks if it was really that 
long ago. "I hope not," she says. 

But Blondie seem sure to tour this 
summer, and that, says Harrison, "can 
be taken as a sign that we'll be around 
for some time to come." "Good," cracks 
Clem. "I need the money." 

All the members feel that the time 
off for solo LPs (from Harry and Destri > 
and production work (Burke, Harrison 
and Stein) helped Blondie regain their 
identity. And during the lull came

groups and records patterned after 
styles originated by Blondie, which, 
says Harrison, "helped our confidence, 
because it was like a seal of approval: 
We were right.* 

Despite supposed grumblings 
against the Harry-Stein power base, 
Burke and Harrison maintain all is 
calm within Blondie, and that each 
member accepts his role. 

"Let's face it,* says Burke. u When 
you have as strong an image as Debbie 
Harry, and such strong songwriters as 
her and Chris, the way things are 
going to be delegated is just obvious." 

"It's always going to be that way," 
agrees Harrison, who has two songs on 
The Hunter. "But when Debbie and 
Chris write a song, our personalities 
and styles are in their minds. It's not 
like, 'O.K., here's what we're doing.' " 

"I think everybody in Blondie feels 
his input is essential," stresses Harry, 
"because it is. But you can't have a 
total democracy in a band, because 
then nothing ever gets done. Somebody 
has to accept responsibility." 

That somebody is usually Chris. 
Jimmy Destri once laughed at 
the fact that many of the criti- 
cisms Stein took for AutoAmerican 
u were ray ideas." And Debbie, whether 
her hair is blond, brown or purple, is 
always going to be the image of the 
group. Coping with her celebrity status 
is gradually becoming easier, although 
the articles in the papers and maga- 
zines can be maddening. One head- 
lined its story: tt 5'3" ex-Playboy bunny 
Debbie Harry kicks drugs to lead rock's 
hottest new act." 

"It's incredible, isn't it," she says 
ruefully. "At first it can be really upset- 
ting. After a while you just don't care 
what they say about you." 

Harry and Blondie are now part of 
the mainstream, but things are hardly 
sedate. "Certainly there was more 
anxiety back then," she says about the 
days when she earned more as a bar- 
maid than as a lead singer. "But the 
problem now is to keep our ethics. And 
to keep inspired is a real challenge." 

The way she deals with what she 
semi-jokingly calls her "twenty-four- 
hour-a-day job," knowing that in rock 
& roll five years is a long time in the 
spotlight , is to put everything in per- 
spective. 

"Success can give you freedom or it 
can tie you down. It depends upon how 
tightly you want to hold onto it. 

"If you can always say fuck it," she 
concludes while tugging at her non- 
Blondie hair, which seems to declare 
just that, "you're better ofT." Q

illy Squier stepped into the 
elevator as Rolling Stones 
I Ron Wood and Charlie Watts 
stepped out. One flight down 
in the Power Station, Mick Jagger was 
making his exit f rom the plain-fronted 
Manhattan building that houses the 
recording studio. 

With Watts and Wood on hand, the 
scene inside could have been one from 
the '60s. Squier, with his pullover shirt, 
curly brown mane and scrufTy Clint 
Eastwood beard, fit the setting as well 
as the veteran British musicians did. 
Although Billy Squier 's name became 
a rock & roll household word less than 
a year ago, he's been plugging away at 
his trade since 1965. The similarities 
between the songs he was crafting here 
in the studio and some of the middle- 
period Beatles and Stones tunes he 
played for fun in high school were 
unmistakable as his roughly-mixed 
backing tracks howled from the 
monitors of Studio C. 

" The whole British music scene of 
the mid-sixties had a pretty profound 
effect on me," Squier admits. "It started 
with the Stones, the Who, the Kinks 
and the Beatles. British rock & roll 
became the gospel for American kids 
like me." 

Now, Billy Squier is taking the gos- 
pel to America and Europe, preaching 
his own rock sermons in sold-out con- 
certs from Reading, England to Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania. Squier s gone from 
guest-star billing on Alice Cooper's 
1980 auditorium tour to headline 
shows in San Francisco, Santa Monica 
and Detroit in a little over a year. He's 
also opened for such prestigious acts as 
Journey, Foreigner and Pat Benatar on 
the big-league stadium circuit. A sum- 
mer-long tour with Queen in support of

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Though Squier has no live-in lady, his liaison with Fleur Thiemeyer's getting serious. Here, he uarms up a eroud. 



Billy's new Capitol album, Emotions in 
Motion, promises to lift Squier over 
that last obstacle to his own tour: In his 
words, "I've got to get some more expo- 
sure. " He hopes to go to Australia and 
Japan with Queen this fall; "After that 
should be the time for me to headline." 

Squier, best known for a brace of 
hits, "The Stroke" and u In the 
Dark," hasn't always had such 
rosy prospects. Born May 12, 1950 to 
William and Pattie Squier of Wellesley 
Hills, Massachusetts, Billy was one of 
seven children, and learned to fend for 
himself in high school games of football 
and basketball. "I was always regarded 
as being better than ninety percent of 
the kids in School, n Squier remembers, 
"but I was also something of a loner. 

"Wellesley Hills was a very conser- 
vative town," he continues, "but there 
was a strong liberal faction there." In a 
fit of teen rebellion, Billy fell in with 
"people a little older than me who 
knew the revolution was coming." 
Scandalizing his parents with his 
weekend disappearances, Billy began 
to explore the drugged-out subculture 
of radical Harvard Square. 



Graduating from high school in 
1967, Squier entered college only to 
quit after a couple of weeks and take 
off for New York City. There he played 
guitar with Magic Terry and the Uni- 
verse in and around the Max's Kansas 
City axis. Among those he met there 
was artist Andy Warhol; Squier recent- 
ly called on him to design the sleeve 
portraits for Emotions in Motion. "We'd 
bumped into each other," says Squier, 
"and we'd worked in the same circles 
for years, but I'd never really known 
him. I still think he's brilliant." 

By 1972, Magic Terry and the Uni- 
verse had failed to verify the big-band 
theory of rock stardom. Squier sidled 
back to Massachusetts to play with the 
Sidewinders, the first group he'd joined 
that had actually made an album. 
"Things did go wrong more in those 
days," Billy admits. "My early years in 
the business were a collection of un- 
memorable experiences. Who wants to 
talk about getting beat by clubowners 
or axed by headline acts?" 

Squier did a brief turn at Berklee 
School of Music, then ventured again 
to New York and formed Piper. A hard- 
rock outfit in the Kiss/Starz mold, 



Piper cut two LPs for A&M and gave 
lead singer Billy his first professional 
studio experience. "Piper was supposed 
to be the gang I never had," he con- 
tends. But poor sales, ego conflicts and 
a disastrous '77 tour supporting the 
Babys silenced Piper. 

Determined to go it alone, Squier 
sold Capitol Records on The Thle of the 
Tape, an 1980 LP of more melodic, less 
abrasive rock & roll ("Calley Oh ") than 
the relentlessly heavy music Squier 
has done since. But it wasn't until a 
mutual friend, Queen's Brian May, 
hooked Billy up with Musicland 
(Munich) Studios' chief producer 
Reinhold Mack that Squier struck the 
motherlode with Don't Soy No in the 
spring of 1981. At year's end Dont Say 
No had sold 1.6 million copies, and had 
indirectly helped find Billy Squier 
the woman he'd been looking for.

fe met at a party after a 
show I did in Los An- 
geles," says Squier, nod- 
ding at Fleur Thiemeyer, the bicoastal 
blonde designer he's been dating ever 
since. "It's gotten better since then." 
Squier, Fleur and the tall, bespec-

tacled Mack are positioned behind the 
computerized console of the Power Sta- 
tion control booth. Keyboardist Alan 
St. Jon jabs at a piano across the long, 
hardwood-floored room, working out 
an overdub to suit his boss's require- 
ments while Billy reminisces about his 
liaison with Fleur. 

"She's a costume designer for Rod 
Stewart, Van Halen, Rick Springfield, 
Olivia Newton-John — the stars. She 
told Capitol she wanted to meet me 
because she had some ideas for cos- 
tumes. She said she liked my music, 
which was probably a line! 

M So she came to the party," Squier 
confides, "and no one introduced us; I 
just saw her from across the room. She 
smiled, and I made a mental note. 
Later on I bumped into her, started 
talking to her. She said, 4 Are you leav- 
ing?' I said, 'Not without you.'" 

Fleur emigrated to America from 
Australia seven years ago, and now 
lives in L.A. "We're doing one of the 
modern couple skits," grins Squier, 
"where you fly back and forth for the 
weekend. It's romantic, but it's also 
very tiring." Fleur and Billy manage to 
grab occasional holidays together in

Europe and Acapulco between gigs. 
"But I'm more exhausted after the 
weekend," moans Squier, "than after a 
week's recording." 

Miss Thiemeyer seems more intent 
upon getting Billy fed and catching a 
jet back to L.A. than with the in-studio 
progress of Emotions in Motion. "Wide 
bodies are the ones I like best," she 
giggles ambiguously. Squier, however, 
quiet taskmaster that he is, makes 
young New York keyboardist St. Jon 
account for every note he dubs over. 

"The walls are closing in a little bit," 
admits BiHy, worried that he must now 
equal or surpass the success of Don V 
Say No to maintain his foothold. "The 
closer the album gets to being finished, 
the more pressure I feel. But I don't 
think that Emotions. . .is repetitive of 
Dont Say No; if anything, this album is 
probably heavier than the last one. 
We're not into metal yet, but almost; 
it's definitely not a pop album." 

That Musicland metal sound which 
Queen used on "Another One Bites the 
Dust," and which Squier incorporated 
in "The Stroke," will be taken to 
stadium stages as Billy pools his tal- 
ents with those of Britain's most regal 
band starting July 21. The tour spans 
two months and stretches from 
Montreal to Los Angeles, where a four- 
night stand at the Forum concludes the 
American jaunt September 18. 

"Queen are fitting me into their 
staging," beams Squier, who's known 
Brian May since 1973. "I'm part of the 
plan and I'm pleased, because there are 
certain similarities in what we do." 
Queen seems to agree: Freddie Mer- 
cury and Roger Taylor lend backup 
vocals to the title song of Squier 's new 
LR and their band is giving Squier 
over an hour for his set. 

"There isn't much more I can ask 
for," notes the stubbly-cheeked singer- 
guitarist. "Sure, you can come in and 
see me working at night, and I'll be 
tearing my hair out. But basically it 
seems like I know what I'm doing. If 
this album comes out all right, I'll be 
ready to write the book on the formula 
rock star. 

"Over New Year's, 1 was dreading 
having to start this project." Squier 
says softly as the studio clock ticks 
away the minutes that cost Billy and 
Capitol three dollars apiece. "But when 
I got down to it, I managed to write the 
whole album, words and music, in 
twenty-two days. It didn't seem that 
hard, so I feel like I'm doing things 
right. But," he murmurs, "I've worked 
a long time for it." Q

They told us it was 
gonna be a slow 
builder," says Tommy 
Tli tones Tbmmy Heath 
of "867-5309/Jenny," the song 
that contains the most famous 
phone number since 
"Beech wood 4-5789" and which 
has become one of this year's 
biggest hits.

When Heath and 
songwriting partner Jim 
Keller released their second 
album. JiUone II (CBS), last 
November, that's exactly where 
the LP and "Jenny" seemed to 
be headed; for four months 
nothing happened. But this 
spring the song took off — as 
anyone who knows good rock 
& roll could have told you it 
would have half a year ago. 

Heath and Keller are the 
core of the five-man band; 
there is no actual member 
named Tommy Tutone. The 
two songwriters embody East 
and West coasts; Keller, a 
former construction worker 
from New Jersey, is gregarious 
while Heath, an Army brat 
who's lived in the Bay Area 
since 1967, is reserved- 
bordering-on-shyness. The two 
met in a San Francisco bar, 
"and I remember thinking," 
says Keller as Heath cringes, 
"Yech, this guy's really psycho." 

Obviously their relationship 
has improved; ditto their 
ability to blend their diverse 
styles; Heath mostly writes 
cheery love songs that make 
good use of updated \5()s and 
'60s rhythms, while Keller 
infuses his tunes with a black 
sense of humor. "Jenny." the 
story of a guy infatuated with 
a girl whose number he got 
off a wall, has caused a 
commotion in several cities, 
whore curious listeners have 
dialed the number to hear 
who'll answer. 

No matter where you dial it. 
assures Keller. Jenny won't be 
on the other end of the line. 

"There is a real Jenny," he 
confides, "but she doesn't live 
at that number anymore." 
And, he adds, the victim of 
fame. "She doesn't talk to me 
anymore, either

Priest's 

new 

metal

Sometimes referred to as the 
"grandfathers" of heavy met- 
al, Judas Priest are a study in 
perseverance. Formed amid 
the grimy industrial environment of 
Birmingham, England, the bands 
climb to the top has been a slow but 
deliberate one. The mid-70s weren't 
very kind to them, but ever since the 
pace-setting album British Steel two 
years ago, they've been recognized as 
purveyors of a modem brand of heavy 
metal: music that's as strong melodic- 
ally as it is on hellish imagery. 

Nineteen eighty-two should be the 
year Priest receive all the accolades 
due them, something the group is 
mindful of. Certainly it must have 
been vexing to watch novices like Def 
Leppard score with their very first 
album while Priest were still slogging 
it out on the concert circuit, trying to 
get their music heard. So you'll forgive 
them their moments of cockiness. 

When you play heavy metal, though, 
brashness is a virtue, and their ninth 
LP Scrvammg With a Vengeance (Co- 
lumbia), benefits from it, sounding as if 
it were cast in the mold of Steel. Last 
year they tried their hand at progres- 
sive metal on Point of Entry: an LP 
which guitarist Glenn Tipton feels was 
"misunderstood by people. 1 thought it 
was the most original heavy metal 
album ever; it was an attempt at 
something different." 



"We wanted to get away from the 
archaic heavy metal approach we'd 
been tagged with," says vocalist Rob 
Halford, who, with Tipton and the rest 
of the band, is in Florida to finish 
mixing the new record with producer 
Tbm Allom. 

Sofl-spoken and highly articulate, in 
civilian life Halford and Tipton con- 
trast sharply with their onstage image. 
While Priest's music has taken a few 
turns throughout their eight-year re- 
cording history, the visual focus of the 
group hasn't changed a jot since the 
beginning. They've always gone in for 
biker gear like leather jackets, studded 
wristbands and Halford's personal 
signature: a black riding crop. On the 
past few tours the singer's made his 
stage entrance perched on top of a 
motorcycle. It makes for a very effec- 
tive show, especially when you consider 
the nature of the music. But is it an 
image that needs to be protected off 
stage, a cumbersome overcoat to be 
worn 24 hours a day? 

"Well, in actual fact, our image ofT 
stage isn't too dissimilar from our on- 
stage image," contends Tipton. "We 
don't dress drastically different; we 
don't live two different worlds." 

Halford, who as frontman best per- 
sonifies the Priest image, agrees, but 
adds, "There is the whole magic of 
show business, too. That's a big attrac- 
tion to this profession." Born to work- 



ing class parents, Halford would prob- 
ably be an actor today had he not 
hooked up with the band a decade ago. 
While he's not acting up there, it is his 
job to create a fantasy for the audience. 
Whether or not they're able to differ- 
entiate between what's real and what's 
an illusion is a question that hasn't 
been fully answered. 

"I think people are content to see the 
show and listen to the records," Halford 
contends. "I don't think they're really 
keen on knowing what goes on after- 
ward, because then some of the mysti- 
que is lost." 

The group's fans — as rabid a bunch 
as you'll find anywhere — thrive on that 
mystique, and in conjunction with 
Priests authoritarian dress, endow the 
group with a power that's unusual 
even for rock & roll, a medium which 
sports plenty of shaman- like figures. 

"It's not a case of wielding authority," 
says Tipton when asked if being able to 
hold that power over an audience like a 
whip is a sobering thought. "You see, 
we feel so strong on stage that people 
just naturally follow." 

So it's more a power of suggestion? 

"Exactly," says Halford. "I don't think 
people want to be told what to do.

Because Pve got the ability to convey 
messages I he is the hands lyricist], 1 
suppose th<- onus is on me. But 1 don't 
pontificate or lay down the rule.- In 
fact, probably one of the greatest 
things we've had going for us is that 
our audience is abl< t<> relate to us. 
They see us pretty much as them- 
selves." 

What they also see is a group that 
puts out an enormous amount of ener- 
gy; it's rare that a Priest show ends 
without the hand drenched in sweat, 
hair matted but spirit- high, if their 



music is cathartic for tin* fans, and 
that's a large appeal of heavy metal, 
it's doubly so for the group. 

"Oh God, yeah'" exclaims Haiford. 
"It's a tremendous release." 

"You step mto another world as soon 
as you strap on that guitar," says 'Hp- 
ton "What happens in the dressing 

room or however had you may feel, all 
of a sudden it doesn't matter 

"Besides," he adds with a laugh, 
"when you play our sort of music, you 
don't exactly go on stage thinking 
about mortgage problems." 




I ot that Priest have many finan- 
| cial trouhles these days. Begin- 
ning with 1979s Hell Bent for 
Leather, they've become one of 
Ku rope's biggest acts. They gradually 
built a following in the States, and on 
this summer's U.S. tour they'll he 
headlining New York's Madison 
Square Garden for the first time. But 
the incoming revenue, stresses Hal- 
ford, is returned to the fans via the 
stage show, which has only taken on 
such Pellini-esque proportions in the 
last couple of years. "It wasn't too long 
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ago that we were playing clubs where 
we couldn't get the floorshow in," re- 
calls Upton, "and we were quite happy 
to k<> on with just the Lights. Or, in 
some cases, even without the lights." 

The stage effects aren't used for sub- 
terfuge, he emphasizes. "We believe the 
kids out there have paid a lot of money, 
and they've come to see a show" 

Of course, there's always the danger 
that once you present a hig show, the 
next year the audience expects more, 
and it spirals and spirals until the act's 
forced to bring on the Marines and a 
cast of thousands. 

"Yeah. I suppose there is that dan- 
ger." muses Halford, whose accent 
causes his sentences to curve upward 
into questions. "Its like a Pandoras 
Box: If you open the lid it all comes out 
and is done with." And there's also the 
danger, he concedes, of the show mak- 
ing audience responses a bit too auto- 
matic too much like pushing buttons. 

Tve experienced that. Performers 
can become a bit blase and think, 'Oh 
well, another night on the road,' or Tm 
going to save myself for a bigger gig.' 

"I don't think we've ever felt that 
way: I think we give just as much now 
as we have in the past. In fact, it 's 
harder now, because our audiences are 
constantly getting bigger, and there's 
always a percentage out there who've 
never seen US before So we've got to 
prove ourselves to them." 

The growing crowds, notes Tipton, 
are made up of younger fan- 
While it pleases him. he admits 
it's a puzzling statistic. Why is it that 



heavy metal groups only seem to at- 
tract predominantly teenage fans? 
Why don't those in their late 20s or .'*0s 
come out to a Judas Priest concert? 

"It never works like that." he says, 
shrugging. u We've always found that 
our audience stays within the same 
age limits." 

"I'd really like to play to thirty-year- 
olds," says Halford. who just recently 
became one. He theorizes that "In this 
type of music the energy is directed at 
and can be felt more by a younger 
audience. But it can cut across a wide 
spectrum of ages. 1 think that's one of 
the unique qualities of heavy metal, 
unlike new wave, which is essentially 
a very youth-oriented commodity; once 
you get past twenty, you feel like a 
geriatric. 

"Our audience may start at fifteen, 
sixteen, but it also includes people in 
their thirties. They may not be sitting 
down in front; they're probably back in 
the shadows." 

With its fledgling audience, though. 
Priest, and heavy metal, which has 
enjoyed a surge of popularity the past 
few years, are assured to be spared 
from mortality, unlike disco and the 
other temporarily fashionable musical 
and cultural trends. Whatever direc- 
tion the form takes, you can bet that 
Judas Priest will be instrumental in 
shaping it. 

"I leavv metal s never been a fashion- 
able type of music, but." Halford de- 
clares with a sense of justice in his 
voice, "it's gonna be around for a long 
time." q

Under Suspicion 

(Fred Baker Films) 

This taut but low-key detective 
thriller is everything that the busy 
w Hill Street Blues" ought to be. Set 
in and around a police station. 
Under Suspicion follows the threads 
of a pair of crime investigations on 
a somber New Year's Eve. One of 
them focuses on the rape and 
murder of two eight-year-old girls: 
the other appears at first to be a 
routine car theft. As the threads of 
the two cases intertwine. Under 
Suspicion creates a morbid, 
unnerving mood reminiscent of the 
mysteries in which Alain Del on 
starred m the 1960s and 70s, where 
action was played down but the 
suspect's lifestyle was spotlighted. 

True to its genre. Under Suspicion 
features a dimly lit lady in black 
(Romy Schneider); she's a 
treacherous creature who appears at 
midnight with mysteriously urgent 
information for the ears of the 
murder investigators only The film's 
strongest scenes pit Schneider 
against the dogged Inspector Gallien 
(Lino Ventura), who's determined to 
break his case before the sun rises 
on the new year The shots of Miss 
Schneider silhouetted against the 
station house doorway, taken as 
Ventura peers at her from the 
parking lot in silent pursuit of a 
solution to the murders, are among 
the most haunting ever filmed for a 
psychological thriller.

Dead Men Don't 

Wear Plaid (Universal) 

A plot to destroy Tferre Haute, a 
cruise ship bound for Peru and a 
girl who sucks bullets from arm 
wounds all figure in the disjointed 
story of this take-off on 1940s crime 
thrillers. Steve Martin stars as 
detective Rigby Reardon: he brews a 
mean cup of java and likes to dress 
in women's clothes. Rachel Ward 
plays a Lauren Baca 11-1 ike client 
who can't resist Reardon even when 
he's disguised as a dowager. With 
few exceptions, the rest of the cast 
consists of people who didn't really 
ai t in the movie, for the new 
footage is intercut with clips from 
films like The Big Sleep and Dark 
Passage. The result is a jumble of 
slightly mismatched scenes that 
seem to show Martin always on the 
phone with Humphrey Bogart or 
dodging the deviltry of Vincent 
Price. 

Dead Men Don't Wear Plaid at 
least ends up being funnier than 
The Jerk, for Martin wears the 
guise of a hard-boiled gumshoe 
better than he did that of a black 
sharecropper. But the picture suffers 
from the Martin penchant for taking 
one comic idea and driving it into 
the ground. The gimmick of intercut 
films works for an hour and dies; 
Dead Men would have fared better 
as a TV special than as a 
full-length feature film.

Cat PeOple (Universal -RKO) 

The heroine of Cat People, Irena 
(Nastassia Kinski), believes she 
descends from a desert tribe that 
offered up its marriageable women 
to the appetites of the panthers it 
worshipped. As a result of 
interbreeding that took place 
through these sinister rites, she and 
her brother (Malcolm McDowell) can 
change into large killer cats 
whenever they get sexually aroused. 
Cat People derives this premise from 
a subtle 1942 shocker. The Cat 
People, and embellishes it with the 
gory special-effects style of An 
American Werewolf in London. The 
combination produces a middling 
horror movie that fails to carry 
either the sensational or the 
atmospheric possibilities of the story 
as far as a better- focused film 
would have. 

Cat Peoples main strength lies m 
the acting of Malcolm McDowell, 
whose burning eyes and evil 
presence make him truly resemble a 
panther. In the film's scariest scene, 
McDowell stalks the bedroom of 
costar John Heard, whose interest 
in Irena has aroused her brother's 
wrath Kinski tares less successfully; 
the filmmakers present her as if she 
were a model doing a perfume 
commercial instead of the tortured 
cat woman shes supposed to be 
playing. The Cat People original 
may not have had a theme song by- 
David Bowie, yet even now its 
understated performances and stark, 
black-and-white photography are 
more entertaining than anything 
but the music in this loose-ended 
production.

Queen's blues-based rock & roll 
Edmunds's new arrangement 




On Hot Space.' Queen move away from heavy rock and into a more r&b- 
influenced sound. For the most part, it works. 



Queen — Hot Space (Elektra) 



The biggest problem faced by a 
band like Queen is figuring out what 
to do for an encore. Every time it 
seems there's nowhere to go but 
down, Queen come up with a new 
formula more successful than the last. 

Hot Space, their 12th album, 
counting compilations and 
soundtracks, presents yet another 
new tack: Queen have produced 
virtually an entire album of blues- 
based material. On "Staying Power'' 
a punchy horn arrangement and a 
great rhythm track combine to 
produce an effect closer to the 
Brecker Brothers than anything 
previously associated with Queen. 
Freddie Mercury may not exactly be 
in his element here as a vocalist, 



but he grunts and groans as if he 
means it. and the harmony vocal 
tracks are extremely well recorded. 

"Body Language, " "Put out the 
Fire" and "Calling All Girls'' offer a 
more supple approach to white disco 
than that of previous Queen 
numbers like "Another One Bites the 
Dust, while "Back Chat.' virtually 
identical to the Stones' "Miss You.'' 
is done in a style that's certainly a 
departure for this band. 

The album has its puzzles. For 
some reason "Under Pressure." the 
collaboration with Bowie that's 
already been around as a single and 
on the Greatest Hits album, is 
included. And Mercury contributes 
"Life Is Real (Song for Lennon)." 
which while it's billed as a Beatles 
tribute, comes off here as a catty, 
posthumous slap at Lennon's ivory 



tower existence. 

The real Lennon tribute on the 
album comes from guitarist Brian 
May. whose layered multi-guitar 
solos on "Dancer" use the highly 
dramatic call-and-response guitar 
solo technique first used by the 
Beatles on Side Two of Abbey 
Road, an exchange between 
Lennon. Paul McCartney and George 
Harrison that Lennon was always 
proud of. 

Turning to the blues is a 
remarkable move for a band that 
prided itself as the champion 
of a heavy metal anti-r&b rhythmic 
philosophy. It's refreshing to find out 
after all these years that Queen can 
play and maintain human rhythms 
throughout a whole song. 

Dave Edmunds — D.E.7 
(Columbia) 



Dave Edmunds's latest album 
closes the door on the Rockpile 
story. That stellar group, co-led for 
four years by Edmunds and Nick 
Lowe, broke up mysteriously after 
releasing its "debut" album, and 
D.E.7 finds Edmunds using 
completely different musicians. 

Edmunds's change in instrumental 
context offers a fresh sound for him 
to work with, though it's not 
inconsistent with his brilliant work of 
the past. He covers the NRBQ tune 
"Me and the Boys" definitively, 
transposing Terry Adams's original 
fractured keyboard structure into 
powerful blasts of rhythm guitar. 

Edmunds's biggest strength is his 
tremendous production intelligence, 
dating back to his days as house 
producer at Rockfield studios in the 
early 70s. His treatment of vocal 
sounds and layered guitars is, as 
usual, spectacular. In "Deep in the 
Heart of Texas." a parody of Britain's 
most sensational fantasies of 
American life. Edmunds's 
characteristic hard-rock blues singing 
is used to good effect. "Louisiana 
Man" and "Bail You Out" allow him 
to indulge his love for Cajun rock. 
On "Paula Meet Jeanne" Edmunds 
and Albert Lee hook up in a fierce 
guitar duel. Since Edmunds is one 
of Chuck Berry's foremost 
interpreters, the inclusion of a 
little-known Berry side. "Dear Dad." 
is a delight. Dave sticks with the 
'50s revival style for the beautifully 
merry rocker, "Other Guys' Girls." 

The best track on the album is 
Bruce Springsteen's "From Small 
Things (Big Things One Day 
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Come)." Edmunds is one of the few 
people who can cover Springsteen 
without sounding anything like him; 
the tune comes closer to a big-band 
Berry production than to the 
Spector-esque wall of Springsteen's 
sound. Edmunds's guitar solo on the 
tune is sublime, and the final 
choruses, in which the horn section 
pushes the band to dancing frenzy, 
could give Springsteen something to 
think about next time he's doing 
some arranging. Edmunds is a 
master, and D.E.7 proves there's a 
bright future for him beyond 
Rockpile. 

The Name of This Band Is 
Talking Heads (Sire) 



In 1977 Talking Heads 
spearheaded the U.S. new music 
scene that rose from the remains of 
glitter rock and fusion. Talking Heads 
'77 was a landmark album 
characterized by stark, mutant r&b 
rhythms and leader David Byrne's 
psychotic lyrics and vocals. 

As the band developed. Talking 
Heads came more and more under 
the influence of producer Brian Eno's 
electronic music concepts, until by 
the time of 1980 s Remain in Light 
their character had changed almost 
entirely. 

This two-record live set presents 
the band in a before-and-after 
context. Record One consists of 
performances of early material 
recorded in 1977 and 1979: the 
second disc presents the new sound 
in concert with a group augmented 
by a number of session musicians. 

The '77 tracks are the most 
interesting in that they are even 
cruder and more fractured than the 
album versions. Fans of Byrne 
favorites like "New Feeling," "Pulled 
Up" and "Psycho Killer" will 
undoubtedly find his nervous- 
breakdown vocals fascinating here. 

The 79 material— "Artists Only." 
Stay Hungry." " Air." "Building on 
Fire" and Memories (Can't Wait)" — 
shows the band becoming a slicker 
and more assured live outfit. When 
Talking Heads added virtuoso players 
like Adrian Belew. Bernie Worrell and 
Busta Jones to the old lineup, they 
had the makings of a great funk 
band. 

The slick, undulating "Houses in 
Motion" allows Talking Heads to take 
on Parliament Funkadelic as kings of 
funk rock, which may not be what 
their long-time fans are looking for 
but is certainly worth hearing. 
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SHORT CUTS

Moon Martin— Mystery Ticket— 
(Capitol) — This is an unwieldy blend of 
Martin's solid rock & roll instincts with a 
production style that seems to have 
been heavily influenced by the Euro- 
pean disco movement of the past few 
years, an odd choice of vehicles for this 
very American rocker. Even stranger, its 
production credits are divided among 
six different knob twisters, including 
Martin himself. 



Mystery Ticket sounds as if it's been 
worried over, remixed and reworked to 
exhaustion. The end product obscures 
the emotional directness of Martin's 
songs without really adding much to 
their appeal. Regardless, underneath 
the stylistic confusion there are some 
excellent tunes. "She's in Love With My 
Car," a collaboration with Jude Cole 
(formerly of the Records), is a typically 
impressive Martin blend of irony, humor 
and pathos. "Paid the Price'* is as fine a 
traditional rock ballad as anyone's rec- 
orded in the past two decades. "Don't 
You Double (Cross Me Baby) is a 
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Moon Martin's latest blends talent, 
pathos and irony with an unwieldy 
production sound. 

triumph for Martin both as a writer and 
vocalist. This is one cut on Mystery 
Ticket on which all the elements come 
together. 



The Records — Music on Both 
Sides— (Virgin International) — If the 

Records get their membership stabi- 
lized and work out a deal with an 
American label with some muscle, the 
band may find itself as commercially 
successful here as Squeeze. Like that 
other U.K. band, the Records write 
distinctive, well-crafted pop rock, espe- 
cially strong in the lyrics department. 

Music on Both Sides, the Records" 
third LP, if not as brilliant as their 1979 
debut, leans less on mid-60s stylings. a 
plus in giving the band's identity a 
sharper focus. Not that the Records are 
above a little tasteful mimicry. 

"Imitation Jewelery." which begins 
the LP. sounds like Roxy Music during 
that band's zenith. "Selfish Love'' is the 
same kind of angry mid-tempo rocker 
as the Records' earlier "Starry Eyes." 
But themes here are as surprising as 
their treatment. Besides perennial Rec- 
ords' obsessions like music business 
dirty work and romantic longing and 
disappointment, there's the sarcastic 
"Keeping up With Jones." and a couple 
of personality profiles that would have 
done the early Kinks proud. 

The lineup here seems a good one. 
Chris Gent, on saxophone and vocals, 
makes his strongest contribution as a 
songwriter (he's written for Dave Ed- 
munds), and his joint efforts with drum- 
mer Will Birch are as fine as Birch's 
collaborations with guitarist John 
Wicks. Lead guitarist Dave Whelan fits 
in well, although he's left the band since 
Music on Both Sides was recorded. 
Finally, under "additional musicians" 
there's an intriguing entry: Paul Car- 
rack, formerly of Squeeze. 
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J.J. Cale— Grasshopper— (Mer- 
cury)— Oklahoma blues picker J.J. 
Cale flourishes doing what comes natu- 
rally. Ten years ago. his Naturally LP 
won the sort of universal acceptance 
that supposedly allows a recording art- 
ist to write his own ticket. 

Instead. Cale continued doing things 
his own low-keyed way shunning the 
limelight and releasing records at his 
own speed. Part mystique and part self- 
protection, the strategy allowed Cale an 
artistic privacy denied some of his 
counterparts. A music scene favorite 
(J.J.'s first breakthrough came with Eric 
Clapton's 1970 recording of his "After 
Midnight"). Cale's never had to put up 
with the restrictions that often accom- 
pany cult status. 

All of which is intended to explain that 
Grasshopper continues the laid-back 
lucidity and modesty of his earlier work. 
"One Step Ahead of the Blues." played 
in the bluesy vein he s established for 
himself, is probably the standout cut. 
But he's left himself room to explore 
styles as diverse as Carribean (in 
"Does Your Mama Like to Reggae") 
and straightforward pop ballads. And 
"Nobody but You" would seem a natural 
song to cover for any middle-of-the- 
roader looking for a hit single. 



Roy Loney— Rock & Roll Dance 
Party— (War Bride)— The Big Beat ba- 
sics are loud and clear on this LP from 
one-time Flamin' Groovie Roy Loney 
Although he and that San Francisco 
band made their reputation in the psy- 
chedelic 60s (a sound and movement 
the Groovies fit in with only barely), on 
Rock & Roll Dance Party the vocalist/ 
guitarist reaches back to rock s begin- 
ings. Tracks include songs by Leiber 
and Stoller. Roy Orbison's "Oh Pretty 
Woman" and tunes associated with 
rhythm & blues stars of the past like 
Wynonie Harris 

Unfortunately, the LP isn't as exciting 
as it promises to be. The performances 
seem too self-conscious, too aware of 
the greatness they pay tribute to. Loney 
is a fine old-time rock & roll vocalist. 
Here, however, his renditions are 
sometimes too close to imitation to 
carry much conviction. 

Still, most of the first side is a real 
blast, rough-edged rock & roll that 
nevertheless boasts razor-sharp in- 
strumentation. The songs themselves 
are first-rate, including Loney's own 
"Slip. Slide, and Stomp" and "Doctor 
Boogie. ' The band behind him has the 
sound and rhythms of '50s rock down 
pat. It's just that their grasp of the sound 
is maybe a little too pat. Q

ONE OF AMERICAS premier live 
bands, the Grateful Dead are 
understandably one of the most 
sound-conscious. So it's no surprise 
that their rhythm guitarist, Bob Weir, 
is just as exacting when it comes to 
designing his own signature model 
guitar for Ibanez. 

His current instrument has the 
metric equivalent of a Fender string 
scale. The neck is a combination of 
mahogany, ash and maple. The body 
is made of ash. 

The Ibanez pickups in the front 
and middle position are single-coils. 
The back pickup can be either 
double- or single-coil. He currently 
uses a brass bridge and nut, but 
plans to add ivory insets into the 
latter. 

The guitar uses active electronics, 
which are a bass, midrange and 
treble cut or boost. Each knob has a 
cut or boost direction with a 
detented center position. "We have 
also extended the peg head," he 
explains. "We found that putting the 
weight of the tuning pegs faiher out 
on the peg head causes them to 
weigh more in terms of how the 
string sees* things. The string is 
fighting that much more weight, and 
what you get is more sustain. 

"The Dead are atypically 
concerned with intonation on stage." 
Weir continues. "This guitar is 
designed to stay in tune, period. I 
once did a whole night of playing 
with the guitar hooked up to a 
strobe, and without touching the 
tuning at the end of the night one 
string was out one cent! 

"The way you wind your strings 
also has something to do with it. I 
like to run the string straight through, 
pull it straight up. crease it, crimp it 
under itself and put two winds on it. 
If you put too many or too few 
winds on. or don't crimp the string

little slow in responding to the 
Japanese challenge for the 
beginners guitar market. With the 
Bullet, Fender is out to win its fair 
share of the trade. 

The basic features include a 
single-cutaway body, bolt-on neck, 
and two single-coil pickups. Oddly 
enough, the bridge pickup is straight 
while the rhythm pickup is slanted. 
The cosmetic approach is the exact 
opposite of a Strat. The most 
interesting idea is the use of an 
enameled metal pick guard with 
interfacing bridge. 

The neck is among the best we've 
seen. The frets are in great shape, 
and the nut adjustment is almost 
perfectly on the mark. The action is 
set just a little high for a neck 
straight enough to take it 
considerably lower. One other nice 
surprise is that you get a real 
fretboard. not just a veneer. 

Other specs include basic 
Kluson-type tuning pegs, 
non-tracking, fully-adjustable bridge, 
and a full-scale neck. The pickups 
give out that familiar Fender sound, 
and can be called on by a 
three-position switch. 

At a list price of $249 with a case 
included, the Bullet should put a 
healthy sting into the Japanese 
beginners market. Good show, and 
five stars to the Fender Bullet.

GUITAR ACCESSORIES USED to 

be a simple matter. For the surf 
guitar sound of the early 60s. all 
you needed was reverb. A few years 
later the Stones hit #1 with the 
fuzz-tone sound of "Satisfaction. * 
Today, a straight guitar-to-amp sound 
is a rarity, but no one is 
complaining. Companies like MXR. 
Charvel and Floyd Rose have 
opened their doors to the guitarist's 
imagination. 

Today there are many companies 
with their ears to the players. 
DiMarzio. Seymour Duncan. Bill 
Lawrence. EMG. Schecter and 
Bartolini are among the many 
musically sensitive manufacturers 
who serve the technical and musical 
demands of today s guitarists. 

One of the most technologically 
knowledgeable of those guitarists is 
Ronnie Montrose. Ronnie has 
developed several ways of 
enhancing the sound of his guitar, all 
of which he shows off on his latest 
Elektra group album. Gamma 3. 
Known for having played with Boz 
Scaggs. Van Morrison and Edgar 
Winter before fronting Montrose and 
Gamma. Ronnie's first memory of 
guitar accessories goes back to 
Jimmy Page with the Yardbirds. 

Page influenced Montrose 

K | saw him use a wan-wan," he 
recalls. " But my first box was an 
Ampeg Scrambler. It was in the days 
when sustain, compression and all 
the things we now take for granted 
were in the experimental stages. 
This box just added a lot of noise 
and messed up the harmonics. I 
later used it with a Big Muff 
distortion box. I put the Scrambler in 
front of the Big Muff and turned it 
wide open. I adjusted the Big Muff 
and got a second note a perfect 
octave higher. You can hear this on 
Make It Last from the first Montrose 
album." 

Fascinated with the whole process 
of amplification and signal 
processing, Ronnie started to build 
amps from scratch, later 
experimenting with guitar 
replacement parts. The whole 
subject of replacement parts is so 
subjective.' he notes. Til sit here

and tell you how much I love Bill 
Lawrence pickups; I do think they're 
the greatest. But somebody else can 
say you've got to get DiMarzios or 
Duncans. What all of these different 
choices have given us is a fiercely 
competitive market. This competitive 
striving for excellence is great for all 
guitarists 

A customized switching 
system 

The most exciting thing that's 
happened to me in a while is the 
invention of the Gillis Wireless 
Switcher. I was talking to [inventor] 
Greg Gillis. saying it would be great 
if there was a switching system the 
size of a deck of cards that you 
could attach to your guitar 
strap — something with a calculator 
keypad that would transmit to all the 
switches on your rack. That way you 
would never have to have any foot 
pedals on stage. A week later he 
called me up and said. Come and 
get it.' I hit the ceiling. It was a 
dream come true. He took a 
nebulous idea of mine and I saw it 
realized in a week 1 It looks like a 
badge on my guitar strap with an 
antenna coming out of it. I have 
eight switches in there and a master 
clear button. Among Ronnies 
effects are a modified Moog string 
filter, a Moog Phaser, two Lexicon 
PCM 41 s. a Dyna-Mite Limiter 
Gauge and a Vocoder. 
'The Moog String Filter resulted 



from Moog taking an orchestra and 
analyzing the waves of the string 
section. They built this into separate 
filters. The idea was good, but they 
never completed the design. It was 
very noisy and didn't resonate 
properly. You couldn't control the 
range of the filter. I tore it apart, put 
in DBX cards to quiet it down, and 
used a blend pot on the ranges 
rather than on off switches. I'm now 
able to dial in a very sweet tone. 

"I'll always continue to experiment 
with new things. But after all is said 
and done, the fail-safe I utilize is my 
talent as a guitar player. When all 
else fails. I plug directly into the 
amp and do what I do best, which is 
play the guitar. Everything else is 
embellishment. '

Palmer's Zeppelin alert 
McCartney scores with 'Tug' 



CARL PALMER, LATE OF Emerson 
Lake & Palmer and now drumming for 
the hottest new rock band of 1982. 
Asia, cleared his throat as he 
pondered the question. "Back Pages" 
had asked him to talk about his old 
friends Jimmy Page. Robert Plant 
and John Paul Jones. What Palmer 
revealed was as shocking as it was 
unexpected. 

Although many believe Cozy Powell 
will be doing the drumming if Messrs. 
Page, Plant and Jones ever decide to 
make music again, Palmer doesn't 
think it will work out that way. 

"Don't be the least bit surprised if 
Jason Bonham [the late John Bonham's 
son] should become the drummer in 
that outfit, ' the 32-year-old 
Englishman said. "I know Jimmy Page 
would never play the Zeppelin 
numbers with another drummer sitting 
behind him. Jason is coming up on 
sixteen now, and has been a musician 
since he was ten." Carl's saying that 
recalled a quote Page had given rock 
journalist Dave Green concerning the 
future of Zeppelin. Jimmy felt it would 
be a "total insult" to play the LZ 
tunes with anyone other than John 
Bonham holding the sticks.
